The cost of American shipping is sixty dol- 
lars per ton: and an experienced ship-owner 
has estimated the value of our whole mercan- 
tile marine at forty dollars per ton, new and 
old. The cost of ship-building and its materi- 
alsare much lowerin Great Britain ; but ad- 
mitting thatall the mercantile shipping which 
that nation has afloat, is worth forty dollars per 
ton, then the value of British tonnage would 
be $121,885,920

As the interest of the capital invested in 
trade, oughi not to be added into, but deducted 
from, the profits of that trade, in order to ar- 
rive at its precise net gain, we shall be admit- 
ting a very liberal profit to this amount of ship- 
ping, if we estimate it at fifteen per cent., after 
deducting the interest of the capital employed. 
And we submit this estimation of any sbip- 
owner, as one sufficiently high, for such an 
amount of tonnage, even if there were not one 
uninsured vessel lost on the ocean during the 
vear. Then the net annual profit of all the 
shipping owned by Great Britain, the United 
States and France, at fifteen

sentiments uttered by Washington, Jefferson, 
| Madison, Franklin and their compatriots. 

ListeN To WasHincton. The father of bis 
country recommended the passage, and approv- 
ed by his official signature, of the first and 
second naturalization laws, which required re- 
spectively a residence of only two and five 
years, with the usual oaths. After the war of 
the Revolution was closed, he said of the Irish 
Volunteers, that they merited the warmest 
thanks of America for their patriotism, and that 
he hoped their countrymen, who had long sirug- 
gled for liberty athome, would be hospitably 
received here. Listen to his language on the 
Nativist question. 

“The bosom of America is open to receive; 
not only the opulent and respectable stranger, 
but the oppressed and persecuted of all nations 
and religions, wkom we shall welcome to a par- 
ticipation in all our rights and privileges.” 

The voice of Washington will cheer us in 
the contest. We battle for the preservation of 
that policy which he recommended and appro- 
ved—the admission of the oppressed of other 
lands to ali the rights and privileges of Amer 
ican citizens. 

Here what Jerrerson says. ‘ Consider- 
ing the ordinary chances of human life, a de- 
nial of citizenship under residence of fourleer 
years, (the Nativist now contend for twenty- 
one) 1s a denial to a great portion cfthose who 
ask it; and controls a policy pursued from 
their first settlement, by many of the States, 
and still believed to be of consequence to their 
prosperity. And shall we refusethe unhappy 
fugitives from distress that hospitality which 
savages of the wilderness extended to cur fa- 
thers arriving in this land? Shall oppressed 
humanity find no asylum on this globe? The 
constitution, indeed, has wisely provided that 
for admission to certain offices of important 
trust, a residence shall be required sufficient to 
develop character and design. But might not 
the character, and capabilities of a citizen be 
safely communicated to every one manifesting 
a bona fide purpose of casting his life and for- 
tunes permanently with us ?” 

All the probation of Mr. Jefferson thought 
necessary, was such as would show the char- 
acter and design of the immigrant—tbat he 
had determined to reside permanently in this 
Innd. He was cpposed openly and unequivo- 
cally to the extension of the term even to four- 
teen years—seven less than the Natives con- 
tend for. He and Washington stood together 
in opposition to Nativism. 

Mr. Madison has left his opinions also on re- 
cord. In the Convention which formed the 
Constitution he said: ‘* He wished to iavite 
foreigners of merit and Republican principles 
ainong us. America was indebted to emi- 
grants for her settlementand prosperity. That 
part of America which has encouraged them 
most, had advanced most rapidly in population, 
agriculture and the arts.” 

Dr. Franklin bas also condemned Nativism 
in the following language: 
| “ The people in Europe are friendly to this 
country. We found in the course of the Re- 
volution that many strangers served us faithful- 
ly, and that many natives took part against 
their country. When foreigners, after looking 
about for Some other country in which they can 
obtain more happiness, give a preference to 
ours, it isa proof of attachment which ought 
| to excite our confidence and affections.”

Heaping Capspaces 1n Winter. In the 
fall of the year when it is time to gather cab- 
bages, more or less of them have a large stock 
of Jeaves, not closed up in the form necessary 
| to make a good, sulid, compact cabbage. 

A farmer has practiced for many years the 
following method, which effectually closes 
these loose leaves in the course of the winter 
thereby furnishing him with a supply of the 
best kind early in the spring. In the fall of 
the year, just before the ground closes up, he 
gathers all the cabbages which have not head- 
ed together. He then digs a trench eighteen 
inches or more deep, and of sufficient width to 
admit the cabbage. He then closes the leaves 
together by hand, winding a wisp of straw or 

something else around them to keep them to- 


gether; and then puis them into the trench, 
with beads down, roots up. - He then packs 


straw or leaves, and earth snug about them, 
and rounds up the earth over them. ‘The 
trench should be dug in a place where the wa- 
ter of the rains and snows runs off and will 
not stand about them. A board, ora couple of 
boards nailed together in the form of a roof and 
put over the mound, may be useful. In the 
spring of the year, open your trench and you 
will find that your cabbages are all headed 
firmly together, and if the water has not got in, 
will be solid and hard.

| The press he used was procured by Rev. Joseph 
Glover, who died in 1638, on his voyage to 
Massachusetts. ‘“ The Freeman’s Oath” was 
the first thing printed, in 1639; the next, an 
Almanac for New England, made by one 


Pierce, a mariner; and the third, the New 
England Version of the Psalms, in 1640.

Hart Cemetery. A monument of about thirty 
tons in weight has recently been erected in the 
Hall Cemetery in this town. Itis formed of a 
single block of granite, of four fect mean diameter, 
and about thirty feet high, and is rough pointed.

Boston, Nov. 7th, 1845. 

Fettow Crrizens—I regret my inability, from 
the state of my health, to attend the General Meet- 
ing of the Friends of the Abolition of Capital Pua- 
ishment, to be held in your city on the 11th inst., 
to which I am invited by your Circular of the 
28th ult. 

Gladly would I co-operate with any Society 
whose object should be to promote the abolition of 
every form, by which the life of man can be volun- 
tarily taken by his fellow-creature man. U there 
be any case which, in the intercourse of human so- 
ciety, can possibly justify this act, it is that sanc- 
toned by the commuuity for the punishment of 
enormous crimes. 

In the progress of the human race towards that 
improved condition of their existence to which our 
religion teaches us that they are destined, the to- 
tal abolition of violent extinction of the life of man 
by the will and act of his brother, is among the 
blessed promises of Futurity. War, Slavery, Mur- 
der and Hornicide in any form, are evils, I fondly 
hope, to disappear hereafter from the annals of the 
human race upon earth. Every step in this pro- 
gress that can be made during the remnant of my 
own life, will be hailed by me with inexpressible 
delight ; and although the revocaticn of that sen- 
tence of the Almighty, that “wheso sheddeth 
man’s blood, by man shall his own blood be shed,” 
wonld in my prayers to Heaven, be the last accom- 
plishment of the perfectability of man upon earth, 
I would gladly contribnle to it, even in advance of 
some other forms of homicide more odious in them- 
selves, but perhaps more deeply rooted in the in- 
firmities of man’s nature. I do, therefore, hearti- | 
ly wish and pray for the success of your efforts to 
promote the abolition of Capital Punishment, and | 
if you can shape the laws of the land to a disclaim- 
er of the right of Government itself to take from | 
any human being the life granted him by his crea- 
tor, 1 would welcome it as the harbinger of a 
brighter day, when no individual of the race of 
map shall ever lose his life by the act of another.

the annexation of Texas. Presiding officers were 
chosen, a prayer was then offered by Rev. J.T. 
Burrell, after which Hon. C. Francis Adams of 
Boston addressed the assembly. At the close of 
the address, George Newcomb, Esq., after some re- 
marks, offered the annexed resolutions, which were 
adopted. 


Whereas, In the language of a distinguixhed late 
State paper—* It was the purpose of the tilustrious 
founders of our republic 10 base the institutions 
which they reared upon the great and unchanging 
principles of justice and equity, conscious that if 
administered in the spirit in which they were con- 
ceived, they would be felt only by the benefits 
which they diffused, and would secure fer them- 
selves a defence in the hearts of the jr ople, more 
powerful than standing armies, and all the means 
invented to government 
founded in injustice and eppression—” 

-Ind whereas, Yhe highest motive for the enlarge- 
ment of the boundaries of our republic by the an- 
nexation of Texas has been, and is, in the language 
of its diplomatic histery, “To prevent the abolish- 
ment of Slavery in Texas,” and “to maintain Sla- 
very iu the United States <” 

«Ind whereas, Its manner of annexation by the 
joint resolution of Congress is in our judgment a 
violation of the Constitution itself—theretore be it 

Resolved, That we, the citizens of Quincy, in pub- 
lic meeting assembled, without distinction of party 
—while we hold in fond remembrance and cherish 
with warm hearts, the lofty tone of the Tiberty-in- 
spiring sentiments, and the patriotic labors of our 
Hancock, our Quincys and our Adamses, with their 
co-workers of °76, cannot look on in silence, and 
behold the fairest work of their great achheverments, 
marred and debased, by being lent to the basest of 
purposes, the extension and upholding of humzan 
Slavery.

Concressionat. The Senzte have passed the 
bill for the admission of Texas—yeas thirty-one, 
nays thirteen. Jt will be recollected that the House 
passed the same bill by a very decided majority— 
one hundred and forty-one yeas, to fifty-six nays. 
‘Texas, therefore, becomes one of the Staies of this 
Union. 

A resolution has been offered in the Senate, to 
the effect that negotiations be opened with the gov- 
ernment of Spain, for the cession to the United 
States of the Island of Cuba, the inhabitants of the 
same assenting thereto. 

Resolutions have been introduced in the Senate, 
to give forthwith to England the one year’s notice 
required of the termination of the treaty relating to 
the joint-occupancy of the Oregon territory ; of 
establishing a territorial government over Oregon ; 
erecting block houses and stockade forts, for the 
protection of emigrants and setilers, from the fron- 
tier to Fremont’s Pass, in the Rocky Mountains, 
and through the territory to the mouth of the Co- 
jumbia river; organizing companies of mounted 
riflemen to protect emigrants on their way to, and 
citizens resident in, the territory; granting lands to 
actual settlers; organizing and equipping the mili- 
tia of Oregon ; extending the laws of the United 
States over the territory: regulating intercourse 
with the Indians in the territory, and establishing a 
mail route to the city of Oregon. 

In the House, the resolutions from the legislature 
of Massachusetts for remodelling the naturaliza- 
tion laws, have been preseiited, and occasioned 
considerable debate. 

Mr. Adams has presented resolutions of this 
State relating to South Carolina and Louisiana, and 
asking of Congress so to legislate as to give all cit- 
izens of the United States, whether white or col- 
ored, a hearing in the District Court of the United 
States within those Districts, and at present denied 
to them.
